E YPTIAN MAGIC

An elaborate magic ritual played the 
main part in the ancient Egyptian re- 
ligion. Egyptian magic is overwhelmingly 
abunijant and complex. In spite of its 
high intellectual attainments Egyptian 
civilization lay under the appalling 
spell of a reiigion that never freed it- 
self from the S E o pra 
tices 7 


Sir aliis Budge was Keeper of the 
great Egyptian coilection at the British 
Museum from 1094 to 1924. Though writing 
some sixty years ago, he already had 
at his disposal the important literary 
treasures of Egypt. His clear lively ex- 
position of the darker side of the Egyp- 
tian religion has never been bettered. 


A system of ‘Magic unlike that of 


‘other primitive religions developed in 
Ecypt. Where others invoked the aid of 
benign beings to combat threatening evil. 
the Seyptian priest made darkness ds well 
as light his realm; his virtually unlir- 
ited power was exercised by names, spells, 
-enchantments, amulets, pictures and cere- 


monies accompanied by potent words to be 


spoken in a certain manner. Nothing was 
beyond the means of the magician well- 
versed in these formulae. 
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
